Colombian Republic Honors Dr. Kubitschek; 
President Talks on Operation Pan American 


President Kubitschek at mid-month received a decoration 
from the Colombian government. On the occasion of the 
presentation by the foreign minister of Colombia, President 
Kubitschek delivered an address in the course of which he 
made the following observations concerning Operation Pan 
American: 

In the less than two years since Operation Pan American 
began to assume shape, a strong and fruitful exchange of 
ideas among nearly all the American nations has taken place. 
Our language has become more objective, more charged with 
feeling and clothed with substance. My country has held con- 
versations with the United States, which for a long time had 
become necessary, friendly conversations, at times with some 
ardor, but the end results of which have invariably been to 
dispel suspicion and to hinder the development of an area of 
coldness and indifference, which might expand and cover over 
the numerous positive aspects of our past common achieve- 
ments, forged in indestructible friendship. 

The holding of such conversations had to be of benefit in 
defining our points of view upon Inter-American relations in 
general and in the struggle for development of this continent. 
To make Operation Pan American really fruitful. it must not 
detach itself from the influence of men who are dedicated to 
the things of the spirit, of those who mold opinions of intel- 
lectuals and creative artists. of the university professors and 
of those with the task of developing spiritually the rising 
generation, Our development plans include effective measures 


to protect: children, whom we shall not allow to die aban-
